With news of these tragic events to 
hand there is another reasen for rejoicing 
in life in western Canada and particularly 
in this district. Seldom if ever have storms 
of such proportions as these come to har- 
rass the people of Alberta. 


CHECKS TO FLYING 

In spite of all the epoch-making feats 
of flying with which a sensation loving 
public has been sated in recent months, 
there is no doubt that most of the world 
today still regards the airplane as a means 
of transport to be further perfected and 
tested before being accepted 

A flight like that of Lindbergh, of 
Kingsford Smith, or Byrd takes place and 
the world regards the plane in a new light. 
Here, it says, in effect, is something w: 
have not realized. If a plane can be 
navigated across the Pacific, the Atlantic, 
or over the North Pole, it can, in safety, 
negotiate short air mail and passenger 
routes 

It can, of course, but, 
public confidence in air travel is rudely 
Shattered from time to time when some 
Seeker after notoriety with more regard 
for chimerical fame than for his own safe- 
ty or the advancement of science, under- 
trkes a “stunt” flight—and fails. 

There have been many of these and 
each one of them is a definite set-back to 
the progress of aeronautics. Without pub- 
lic confidence and support, such an art is 
bound to lag and while, of course, the sub- 
ject of prohibitive legislation on the mat- 
ter has been thoroughly threshed out and 
abandoned by the solons of many coun- 
tries, it is a pity that something cannot bs 
done in an authoritative way to check 
the hotheads who embark on a flight (to 
which the attention of the whole worid is 
drawn) without proving sufficient experi- 
ence in flying undcg all conditions, ade- 
quate equipment and due precautions to 
meet disaster from unknown causes cn 
route.

jeases. They are wrong diet and lack 
of sufficient €@xercise. Under thr 
former head come overeating at 


mealtimes, eating between meals anc 
eating too many sweets, fats and 
starchy foods It is not only the 
quantity but the quality of the food 
that makes it fattening 

The overweight’s usual excuse foi 
failure to exercise regularly is lack 
of time and a sense of fatigue afte 
the day’s work. This tired feeling 1 
often due to constipation and menta 
laziness rather than to actual physi- 
cal weariness, At the beginning of ; 
reducing program it is necessary to 
| force oneself to go out for a walk o1 
do setting-up exercises or attend f 
gymnasium class, but when the habit 
of physical activity and alertness {:

Every one in the worlc 
has exactly the same number of 
hours a day to spend If eight wi 
these hours are spent in bed and 


eight more at business there still re 
main eight hours for other duties 
The woman who cannot spare ¢f 
Single hour out of this number man- 
ages her time very poorly. If there 
is no other way to obtain it, it may 
be deducted from the sleep period 
The overweight usually spends too 
much time in bed, anyway. 

It is seldom possible to reduce ex- 
cess weight by exercise alone. Regu: 
lation of diet is also necessary. I do 
not approve at all of the freak diets 
one reads of, which are composed 
of one or two items of food only, suct 
as the diet of pineapple and lamb 
|chop, or tomato and rd-botled egg 
|or the potato and milk diet. One 
may lose weight rapidly on such slim 
| diets, but one also loses health and 
| good looks. The face becomes hag- 
gard, the skin sallow and the whole 
tone of the body depressed It 
better both for health and for beauty 
to reduce slowly at the rate of abou 
two pounds a week. 

The healthful reducing diet may 
be limited as to fuei foods, fats 
starches and sugar, but should pro- 
vide sufficient protein, minerals, vita- 
mins and souemags.
